Republic of Korea. An index number of average rates of pay per day of 
adult wage earners is introduced in this issue. The index refers to the city 
of Seoul through 1949, and to Pusan from 1950. The series covers the 
textile, metal, machine and tool, ceramic, chemical, food processing, clothing 
and ornament, lumber and furniture, and printing and bookbinding indus- 
tries as well as construction. It is based on average rates of pay in 58 occupa- 
tions, of which 44 refer to males and 14 to females. The figures are calculated 
from the total monthly wages bill in the respective occupations of a represen- 
tative establishment in each industry. The rates include cost of living, 
housing, and family allowances (all of which form elements of prevailing 
rates of pay in Korea) and exclude bonuses and overtime pay. Absolute 
figures are not available for this series, but in the publication base year 1948 
the unweighted twelve-month average of daily earnings of adult wage 
earners in the construction industry in Seoul was 513 won.
